Differences With Senate 
Include Valuation Plan in 


Assessing Duties

WASHINGTON. Aug. 20.—The 
House will get the tariff bill back | 
from the Senate tomorrow just a 
year and month after it first acted 
upon it. Republican leaders plan 
to send it to conference under a 
special rule with Representatives 
‘Fordney of Michigan; Green of 
Iowa, and Longworth of Ohio, Re- 
publicans, and Garner of Texas 
and Collier of Mississippi, Demo- 
crats, as the probable House man- 
agers. 

The conference committee will 
begin this week the task of com- 


-| posing the 2900-odd differences be- 


tween the Senate and the House. 
The question of American valua- 
tion, which the House approved as 
the basis of assessing ad valorem 
duties, may be referred to the 
House for a special vote, Repre- 
sentative Fordney having an- 
nounced that he would hold out 
for this plan in conference and let 
the House settle the issue. 

The general expectation at the 
eapitol is that the House will re- 
cede, accepting the Senate foreign 
valuation plan with the so-called 
flexible tariff provisions under 
which rates might be raised or low- 
ered by the President to meet 
changing economic conditions.

Mr. Hoover has al- 
ready indicated that he will insist 
on the earliest possible action to 
control the flood waters and re- 
move the menace from Imperial 
Valley and that such control will 
be the first consideration, the mat- 
ters of extending irrigated areas 
and development of power to come 
as secondary considerations. 

Because of Mr. Hoover's efforts 
and the favorable attitude of the 
administration which he represents 
the Colorado River project has 
been lifted out of the realm of 
conversation and is now in a fair 
way to be achieved. Mr. Hoover, 
fully comprehending not only the 
engineering but the economic and 
financial phases of the 
Southwest project. has been able 
to remove many difficulties and to 
lay the righ kind of foundation 
for real results.

Despite organized attacks against 
it, passage of the bill is practically 
assured, although it is not known 
what President Harding will do 
with it when it reaches him. Some 
of h Mal associates insist that 
he will veto it in the form in which 
it is expected to pass. Its cham- 
pions, however, are not worrying 
because several polls of the Sen- 
ate have indicated that it could 
muster a two-thirds majority to 
pass over a Presidential rejection. 

How long the Senate debate will 
run is doubtful. Leaders in charge 
of the bill had thought it could 
be passed in a week and have en- 
deavored to obtain a unanimous 
consent agreement for a definite 
date for a final vote on the Dill on 
that theory.

NEW YORK, Aug. 20. — Ger- 
many has lost her chance to be 
admitted to the League of Na- 
tions at the third session of the 
League Assembly, which convenes 
in Geneva early in September. 


Unremarked by correspondents 
in Europe, the German govern- | 
ment let August 6 slip by without | 
making formal request that she 
be given a seat in the councils 
of the world organization. The 

rules of procedure, adopted 
at the first session in 1920, provide 
that a nation desiring mem bershi}. 
must make formal application at 
least thirty days before the As- 
sembly meets. She must act her- 
self; no friendly power can present 
her candidacy. 

Whether the Wirth government 
deliberately avoided stirring 
French hostility by anking that 
the door be opened to Germany 
this year, or whether in the midst 
of the Reich's internal political 
strife and external debt troubles 
the matter simply was forgotten, 
is not known. It seems likely that 
the first reason is the true one, 
yet Hu lost the opportunity 
of having her candidacy considered 
last year because her Foreign Of- 
fice dilomats utterly overlooked the 
League rule regarding the filing 
of applications. 


EVERBODY FORGOT 

An ‘mposing Hungarian delega- 
tion reached Geneva last year a 
fortnight in advance of the As- 
sembly cpening. rented a large 
hotel suite, and began to issue 
propaganda through the Euro- 
pean press in favor of Hungary's 
admission.

Premier Lioyd George 
and Minister of Education Her- 
bert Fisher, Britain's most active 
spokesman at the league meet- 
ings, had extended her an invita- 
tion to come in, not wholly for al- 
truistic reasons, it must be added. 
but to give aid and comfort to the 
London delegates in the row that 
is brewing with France over dis- 
armament. . 

This year’s sesmon of the League 
Assembly will bear close watch- 
ing in the United States because 
of that row. At the first session 
in 1920 organization was the prin- 
cipal work accomplished. Last 
year it was the creation of the 
Permanent Court of International 
Justice. There was much discus- 
sion of disarmament in commit- 
tees and some expressions on the 
floor of the Assembly, but by com- 
mon agreement no specific action 
was proposed on that delicate sub- 
ject which might have wrecked 
the league in its infancy. 

This year the league may be 
said to be stripped for action in 
a disarmament fight. Lord Robert 
Cecil is going to Genoa as the rep- 
resentative of British South Africa 
with quite a definite plan for re- 
ducing land armies, addressed to 
the world in gerte but aimed 
at France. What is more impor- 
tant Premier Lloyd George, it is 
now reported, will be in Geneva 
for a few # and go into action 
on the floor of the League Assembly 
for the first time with arms limi- 
tations as his theme. .

American Student, Kept 
Years, Mental Wreck 


(BY CABLE—ZXCIDSIVE DISPATCH.) 
PARIS, Aug. 20.—John Gurchi- 
son, former Yale student, who has 
been buried from the world for 
eleven years in a German prison 
at Heidelberg. has arrived in Paris, 
an absolute human wreck. 


The American Aid Society in 
Paris has placed him in a private 
nursing home in the suburbs, but 
he is in such a nervous condi- 
tion that he attempted suicide twice 
in a few days. American physicians 
pronounce him sane, but his ter- 
rible memories prevent him from 
sleeping. He acts like a man with 
delirium tremens and his memory 
las almost gone. 

Gurchison was raised in a found- 
ling home in New York, whose 
address is not known, but he worked 
his way through a year at Yale 
and won a scholarship to Heidel- 
berg. Soon after arriving at 
Heidelberg he killed a German 
student in a duel and was sen- 
tenced to five years in prison. Six 
years were added to his sentence 
for attempting to escape. Appar- 
ently no friends attempted to se- 
cure his release.
